It  is  a  mere  crack  in  the 
foothills  of  the  Rockies,  and  in  places  is  so  narrow  that  the 
river  fills  it  from  wall  to  wall.     This  is  one  of  the  most 
famous  pieces  of  scenery  in  the  United  States,  and  rivals 
anything  seen  in  the  Alps.     The  extreme  height  reached  oy 
the  cliffs  is  said  to  be  3,000  feet,  and  there  are  parts  of  the 
chasm  where  the  sun  shines  for  only  an  hour  or  two,  near 
midday.     The  building  of  the  Denver  &  Rio  Grande  Railroad 
through  this  canon  was  one  of  the  greatest  engineering 
feats  ever  attempted.

By  our  new  eccentric  hanger  we  accomplish  two  results  long  wished  fcr  by 

bicycle  manufacturers.    The  abol- 
ishing of  rear  chain  adjusters,  and 
securing  two  and  one-half  and  three 
inches  drop  in  the  crank  hanger  on 
the  same  machine. 

The  first  cut  shows  the  chain 
properly  adjusted  and  the  eccentric  set  so  that  the  crank  axle  is 
dropped  two  and  one-half  inches,  which  is  standard  for  road 
machines.    The  second  cut  shows  the  eccentric  set  so  that  the  axle  is  dropped 
three  inches,  which  is  the  proper  amount  for  racing  purposes. 

The  chain  is  adjusted  by  simply  moving  the 
eccentric  slightly  to  the  right  or  left,  as  the  chain  is 
wanted  tighter  or  looser.     This  is  the  only  method 
by  which  a  chain  can  be  accurately  adjusted,  as  the 
rear  wheel  is  stationary  and  does  not  have  to  be 
reset,  as  when  rear  adjustment  is  used.     The 
eccentric  is  held  firmly  in  place  by  a  flange  on  the 
inside  of  hanger  bracket,  and  by  the  screw  that  draws  the 
bracket  together. 
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The  picture  on  the  opposite  page  is  of  Boston  Common, 
Boston,  Mass.     To  a  Bostonian,  the  "Common"  is  almost 
sacred  ground.     It  dates  from  1634,  and  by  the  city's  charter 
is  made  public  property  forever.     It  is  unusual  for  a  city  to 
have  in  its  very  heart  a  park  of  48  acres.     Every  American 
has  an  interest  in  Boston's  famous  "  breathing  spot," 
associated  in  memory  as  it  is  with  the  Revolution.     Within 
a  stone's  throw  of  the  Common  is  the  old  Burying  Ground, 
where  lie  the  patriots  John  Hancock  and  Samuel  Adams. 

The  bicycle  in  the  foreground  is  our  LADIES'  SENTINEL 
SPECIAL.     The  general  specifications  of  this  machine  are 
identical  with  those  of  the  gentlemen's  wheel,  with  the 
usual  modifications  found  in  the  drop  frame  machine.     The  tubing,  bearings  and 
finish  are  the  same,  and  the  equipment  is  of  the  same  high  standard 
described  in  the  diamond  frame  "Special."      The  principal  points  of  difference 
are:   Drop  frame,  gracefully  curved,  21  and  23  inches  high;  raised  or  adjustable 
handle  bar;   6^-inch  cranks;   slightly  lower  range  of  gear;  ladies'  style  of 
saddles  and  pedals;  and  dress  and  chain  guards  of  the  most  improved  pattern. 
The  important  1898  improvements,  such  as  two-piece  cranks,  expansion  device 
for  holding  handle  bar  and  seat  post,  and  our  patent  eccentric  hanger,  are 
all  a  part  of  the  Ladies'  Special

The  illustration  on  page  10  is  of  Alaska  Totem  Poles. 
The  recent  discoveries  of  gold  in  Alaska,  and  the  accompanying 
rush  to  the  Klondike  and  other  newly  developed  fields, 
makes  anything  peculiar  to  that  country  interesting.     In 
front  of  the  rude  cabins  of  Alaska  Indians  frequently  rise 
tall,  hideous  posts,  sometimes  100  feet  in  height,  which 
are  called  Totem  Poles.     From  top  to  bottom  they  are  carved 
into  grotesque  resemblances  to  human  faces  or  forms  of 
bears,  wolves,  birds  and  fishes.    They  are  erected  in  memory 
of  a  dead  Indian,  and  the  height  of  the  poles  is  supposed 
to  indicate  the  rank  of  the  deceased.

Upon  receipt  of 
a  remittance  of  One  Dollar  for  each  bicycle  ordered  (if  west  of  Denver  or 
in  Canada  $5.00),  we  will  ship,  C.  O.  D.  for  the  balance,  allowing  examination 
before  acceptance.     If  you  prefer,  you  can  send  us  express  agent's 
guarantee  that  charges  will  be  paid  otie  way  in  case  the  shipment  is  not 
accepted,  and  we  will  send  C.  O.  D.  for  the  full  amount. 

If  shipment  by  freight  is  desired,  a  remittance  of  the  full  amount 
must  accompany  orders  from  towns  not  having  a  bank.
